Why breed sugar cane in the 
Florida Everglades? 

When the early settlers came 
into the 'Glades they brought 
in sugar cane varieties from the 
West Indies. Most of the farm- 
ing was on the warmer custatt 
apple lands near the lake. Thee 
tropical varieties grew well and 
showed good sugar analyses 
when'harvested at the proper 
time for the variety. As thi
